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The officials of Lake County and the

Mayor Bidinger last Monday evening 
at n moeting Bttended by the cotnmla- 
^ionersand Sherriff- Elmer Green waa 
very pmphatic in his statement that it 
was an unwifla. thing, to deputize the 
business men of the city to Bct on guard 
duty. And. he just as emphatically 
urged that troops (le asked for. He. 
fltated that the situation was then more 
serious than at any previous time dur- 
ing the strike, for. while there was no 
ectua! disturbanca it would ' take but a 
«park on either side to start serious 
troubled 

■He maintained that the bringing in 
■of outside troops would be better for 
oil concerned, and the danger of aorae 
•one being killed would be greatly re- 
■duced. He further atated that ifjho 
situation continued wiih the merchants 
aa guardfl, if one of them should be 
killed, or should he shoot a striker or a 
member of his family the blame 
would rest' upon the county and city 
officials. Wo don't want to loose a 
aingle life in this crisis, he declared and 
■if we can prevent it by bringing troops 
here; we shoujd do it at once by all 
moans. Neither should we wait until 
such a thing happens. 

The fact that one of the deputies 
lost his star, when a woman tore it 
from his coat, and he did not care to 
retaliate by handling the .woman ns he 
would a man, shows that moat of the 
strikers are treating the matter of the 
merchant deputies lightly. or with dis- 
dain. The deputit's would rather sub- 
mit to thinga they would under ordin- 
Jiry circifmstancea consider provocation 
for a fight than to run the risk of Htart- 
ing a rumpus that no onoknowa where 
it would atop; Thebringing of troops 
^ is regarded to be the only solution to 
the hsndlingof the situation to 
best interests of all concerned. 

However after the adjournment of 
the above mentioned meeting. A solu- 
ticn to the problem is believed to have 
been reached at a conference between 
the County and City omdols and a largo 
number of the officers of the steel 
workers unions. This conference was 
.called at the instance of the labor lead- 
ers when they agreed to keep all sym- 
pathizers awny and to co-operate with 
the officials. Upon their promise will 
depend the action of the city and coun- 
ty in keeping away the special deputies 
outside the regular deputies and the 
regular police force. The Union lead- 
era have promised to instruct their 
pickets not fo molest workmen still 
Joyal 10 their emoloyerfl further than 
making a casual remark that tneir is a 
Btrike on,. They will start no argument 
flr stand- in the way of the men who 
want to go to work. If the labor lead- 
ers can do aa they have assured the 
ollicials, there will not be a call for 
troops.

The rescinding order was alao 
partly the result of the fact that the 
county funds are running low and it is 
costinK the county $100 a day for the 
deputiea, in addition to big court coats 
and fees,

War-Time Conditions Exist 

in the Sugar Situation 

Yes, sugar is starce and it is just as 
flcarce ^in ■ Antioch as it is anywhere 
else. A round of the stores Wednesday 
brought the anawer "no sugar" at each 
place. Chaae Webb received two one 
hundred pound sacks Monday and be-- 
fore eight o'clock Tueadav morning the 
supply was exhausted and not because 
any- one was allowed to "stock 
either. The precious article was 
at the rate of only two pounds 
family. ' 

According to District Attorney Clyne 
of Chicago on attempt is now being 
made to put the country on a augar 
ration aa rigid as that during the war. 
He recommends thatppaters asking the 
public to save sugar bo distributed. 

The present situation is such as to 
warrant the abolishing of the sugar 
bowl from the tables in public eating 
places. ' : * 

_^Mr. Clvnehascilled a meeting of 
Chicago hotel men i6 formulate a plan 
whereby sugar will bo doled out to 
customers by the spoonful. 

The recommendations of Mr. Clyne 
met with the approval of authoritiea in 
Waabington. to whom it was submitted 
before it was made public. 

The flUggeaUon was considered the 
only solution and immediate steps ha.ve 
been taken to force ifin every section 
of the country. According to R A 
Milroy, aasistant United States attorl 
ney the sugar crop in the United 
States 18 one-third less this year than 
last. 

This means even stricter economy 
than during the war will have to be 
practiced to prevent suffering from 
lack of augar. Housewives are unable 
to buy sugar from the retailers and 
wholesalers have been unable to get 
any from the refiners. 

This was learned by Mr. Clyne from 
wholesalers he. had called into confer- 
ence. Big wholesalers of the city were 
present and oflTered to co-operate. 

They said sugar on dinner tabie was 
of much leas importance than sugar in 
the kitchens, where it is necessary for 
the preparation of food. 

One wholesaler aaid that if sugar 
bowls are abolished from restaurants it 
will result in from one-third to onehalf 
less consumption.

•S Uio United States to tofeft 
the British West Indies In 
pnrt payment of Great Brlt- 
iiln'8 war debt? 

Tlint seems to be tJie main 
question which the London 
National News says Is now 
being seriously considered 
on both sides of the Atlnntlc. 
Of course there are a num- 
ber of other questions, sucli 
as tliia, which may bo asked: 
. Docs the United States want the 
Brlllsb West Indies? 

Is Great Britain willing to sell them 
to the United States? 
. Can the two nations agreo on a 
price? 

Ansyvcrs to these questions will i'mve 
to bo guesswork largely. It was first 
niinorcd In diplomatic circles In Wash- 
ington In 1017 that the trnnsfer was 
being considered. Notliing olllclnl, 
however, has over been 'made public. 
Secretary of State Lansing says ho 
knows nothing about It. 

Giving color to tlie possibility of tho 
transfer are two, facts: One Is that 
tlio United States Is apparently In the 
market for AVest Indian Islands, aB 
shown by the purchase In lOlT of tho 
Virgin Islnnds from Denmark for $25,- 
000,000. In this connection It Is to be 
kept In mifad that tlie Paminm cannl 
Is located In Uils part of the world, 
whicli fact may have something to do 
with Uncle Sum's apparent desire to 
Invest In Islands off Its Atlantic ap- 
proach. I'he other fact Is that Great 
Britain owes tho United States about 
four billions, has a national debt now 
in excess of $25,000,000,000 and Is ap- 
parently flhding her West Indian Is- 
lands more of a liability than an asset. 
Tlie Brltlsli West Indies comprlso 
tho grciiter number of the string of 
pearl-lIke Islands that Is Hung like a 
necklace from Florida to South Amer- 
ica, aroimd that corner of the ocean 
known as tho Caribbean. All told, 
tJiere are some four thousand of tliese 
bits of land, though not many more 
than n hundred aro populated, and 
most of tlie islands are only great reefs 
tlirown up from a volcanic sea In some 
by-gono dny. 

The British West Indies have a total 
area of 12,100 square miles — equal to 
the states of llaKsachusetts and Con- 
necticut. They" have a ponuliitlon of 
nearly 3.000,000, for the most part ne- 
groes, but' with n scattering of a few 
tliousand whites and a curious mixture 
. of otlier pjioplcs from all the world- 
Hindus, Jiivanose, Chinese, Siamese, 
Christians, Mahometans, Buddhists 
and Coufuclanlsts, Some of the Islands 
are sparsely settled, while others are 
more densely populated than any other 
region oij earth except China. 
.Bermuda, famous for Its climate— 



the name ndght awaken memories of 
onions In tho mlnils of some — Isn't 
strictly one of tho Indies, but is often 
classed with thom. Its 300 Islands, 
jutting out of the sea nearly GOO miles 
oft the CaroIInas, attract many visi- 
tors from America. 

Tiie Bidunnas — IJ.OOO of them — are 
also well known to tlie winter resort 
tourists wiio floek to Nassau. They 
stretcli oft to the southeast from Flor- 
Idn, for tlie most part imlnhabltod. 
All tlie Island interest centers In tlie 
winter triule. There Is no other live- 
lihood for tlie 20,000 residents, and 
there is neltlior fertility nor rains or 
heat to produce the wealth and beauty 
tliat make the more southerly, Indies 
famous. 

Beyond Porto HIco lie more of Eng- 
hind's possessions. Many of tluMu are 
very small. Ht. KItts and Nevis, of 
course, are bistorloaliy foaious In tlielr 
association. Tlie latter was the birth- 
place of Alexander Ilamllton. Bar- 
buda Is tho game preserve of the 
region. 

Montserrat might he called distin- 
guished for Its red-licadod, freckled- 
face negroes witli Irish names who 
have even kept the brogue of the or- 
iginal Irish settlers. Dominica Is one 
of the real beauty. spots of*the sort 
that remind one of Nice and the Medi- 
terranean and ralso tlie question why 
.Americans should go to Kurope when 
tills fairyland Ilea so near. Its only 
drawback Is the rain, that, falls every 
diiy,' sometimes from a clear blue slcy, 
and gives Dominica tlie mime of one 
of the weltest'sijotsttji earth. On tills 
island live the few rcnmlnlng •pnrc- 
blcioded, yellow Carlbs, the warlike 
people who fought the Eurobcan set- 
tlers through vm years before being 
almost extermhititcd. 

St, Lucia Is Ihiporlant on the map 
because It Is a coaling station for all 
the Ciiriblipan. The Inhabitants know 
no x)tlier employment tlian carrying 
fuel to tho many slilps that seek har- 
bor there. Tiie Island, rich In agri- 
cultural ppsslbllitlcs, lies Idle beneath 
a tropic sun, for coaling pays w-ell, 
the hours of labor are short and In tlie. 
days between Jobs people take It easy. 
Biirbados, wliero live an average of 
1,260 people to the square mile, is dla- 
tlnetiy Eni-'llHh. To most of tlic Islands 
Great Britain Is little more than 
a fitepmotber, as discoverers from 
other countries reached them first. 
But Barbados Is and always has been 
English. If Great Britain had senti- 
mental attacluacats to any of her In- 
<llan possessions, they would tie her 
closest to Barbados. St. AMncent and 
Grcaiida complete tlie string of Brit- 
ish Islands In the Carlhbee group. 

Two more He beyond Trinidad and 
Tobago, parts of South America that 
slipped Into the sea and British pos- 
session. In Trinidad aro limitless sup- 
plies of asphalt and oil, iTohngo Is a 
land of milk and lionoy, tlic favored 
spot wliero Defoe may have set down 
Uoblnson Crusoe. 

.Tainiilca Is the largest of the British 
Indies. It lies south of Cuba, out of 
tho main run of British colonies, but 



nevertheless Is Uie largest, most pros- 
perous and most Important of tliem 
all. Its railroads, metropolitan cities 
and agricultural doveiopmonts make It 
one of thexihlof Islands of tlie Antilles. 
If Great Britain's price for all tlieso 
islands were to be fixed at the rato 
per acre paid for tlie Danish West 
Indies It would amount to about 
$2,500,000,000. 

Undoubtedly the islands belong geo- 
graphically to the American continent 
For the past several decades tho Brit- 
ish possessions have belonged to the 
United States economically, for tho 
bulk of their trade has been with 
America and only a small part of It 
with the inolber country. Linguistical- 
ly there Is no choice. Sympathetical- 
ly, a.ssumlng Unit the wishes of tlio 
Inhabitants are to be taken Into con- 
sideration, there Is little doubt that 
tho lsl:;nders would vote to Join them- 
selves to tho United States. The ex- 
ample of Porto Itlco' before their eyes, 
wliero a poor people prospered with 
American* aidj Is too striking to pass 
unobserved. Moreover, they realize 
that they are no longer the favorites 
of England. The Indies under British 
rule are not particularly prospcrons. 

Probably the productloa of the is- 
lands could be greatly stimulated un- 
der American. control, mid with an iri- 
crenscd market. Sugar, cocoa and ba- 
nanas are things that overyhody waats. | 
Strategically the . position of the ; 
British West Indies is Important frotn I 
our viewpoint. The purclmse of tiie • 
Islands might be an (•xtenslon of tho 
Jlonroe doctrine— by which Uncle Sam 
sets great store. 

And wluit a Job It would bo to 
straighten out the various complica- 
tions of these many Islands! There Is 
now a Joint resolution before congrt'ss 
appointing n commission to report on 
condltloiiB in the Virgin Islands, rin 
the docmnonts it is related that there 
Is urgent need for action. Danish cus- 
toms, Dnulsh laws, Danish methods of 
Judicial procedure, are still In vogue 
In the Islands. There is groat need 
to Americanize them. The land ques- 
tion needs serious attention. The na- 
tives own but 3 per cent of the land 
of the islands. The rest is owned by 
Danes or by those to \ylioni.'the Ger- 
mans have transferred title. Tlie own- 
ers of the land will not lease It or sell 
It This Is resulting ih a condition 
where the Inhnhltanta of these Islaads 
have no part In the side of the land 
and no cliaiice to make a living out of 
agriculture. The great necessity Is 
some land law that will enable tho 
people to acquire land. The Ameri- 
cans, since their occupation, Imve done 
considerable work along lines of sani- 
tation. 

■ The people of the Islands feel tlmt 
they have been neglected by the Unit- 
ed, States; that when the American 
flag went up in the Virgin Islands It 
should have been followed by Amer- 
ican laws, customs, and ideals as soon 
as possible. 

Congress Is without sufllclent Infor- 
mation to act In these mntters. and 
there would be great beueflt, In 'the 
opinion of tlie committee. In having a 
small commission visit the Islands. 



Why GolfTLinks." 

The term "links" In connection with 
golf Is of Scottish origin. It originally 
was used to designate a stretch of land 
covered with short grass and stubblo 
Avhlcb lies between tlio high point of 
the coast and tho water In parts, of tho 
Bcottisli seaboard. The first golf cours- 
ics were laid put along these stretches, 
hence the name. When tho sport 
Bpt-ead to other countries tho name 
"links" clung to It, but tho original 



meaning was entirely overlooked; In 
Scottish history golf can he traced 
back ns far as 1-157, though others con- 
tend that It originated huudreds of 
years prior to that time. 



Simple Perfume Making. 
At first thought It might seem an 
Impossible feat to collect the perfume 
of llowers after It has escaped Into the 
air, yet It seems simple enough by a 
method that the Scientific .Ariiorfcan 
describes.

"colioctois" whlcli consists of a com- 
mon glass funnel with the small end 
closed. The funnel Is filled with a 
mixture of crushed Ice and salt and 
Hiispended In an 'upright position. 
Moisture from the nlr of tho room 
forms on It and unites with the emana- 
tions from the flowers. As the niols- 
turo collects It runs off tho tip of the 
funnel Into a receptacle. If this liquid 
Is mixed with an equal amount of pure 
alcohol, tho perfume of the flowers la 
preserved Indeflullely.

to unionize the steel workers. 

When he finished the coroiulttee ad-

haa promised to appear.

"The right to 
speak with their employers through 
their own representatives, to have 
Borae voice In determining conditions 
nuder which they work. 

"Tile right of workers to association 
hns been denied, denied with all the 
power and Inlluonce and wealUi of 
the steel corporation, denied by brutal 
and unwarrantable means. 

"It has been said that most of the 
men taking part In this strike are of 
foreign birth and not naturalized cit- 
izens. That may be and no doubt Is 
true. The largest proportion of steel 
. . ^.coj;poratIon employees are of foreign 
blrtli, but these men were brought 
here by the companies. 

"There was for y/^ars c; systematic 
effort to bring In these gangs from 
Kurope. There was a systematic ef- 
fort to eliminate Americans. They 
have a har\-est to reap now. These 
steel companies brought about the 
slate of which they now complain. 

"Under tlie efforts of the steel cor- 
poration the hours of labor were al- 
■^vnys abnormally long. They never 
seemed satisfied until they had their 
men tolling seven days a week, 3C3 
days a year. When tlie shifts changed, 
from day to night, they got them work- 
ing 2-i hours n day. 
, 'The rlgh; of association, the at- 
tempt to organize met with the stern- 
est opposition by the steel corporation. 
**The appeals coming to us from 
their eniployetis were for help In or- 
ganizing. But most of the efforts were 
slaughtered by tlie detectives and tlic 
agencies In the company pay. Mure 
than CO per cent of nil the private de- 
tecUve agency effort In this country 
has been devoted to spying on em- 
ployees, in mines and mills. Tliey have 
been used as agents provocateurs to 
Induce men to commit some overt act; 
to get them to strike too soon." 

*'In the steel Industrj-," he continued, 
"men were discharged for merely talk- 
ing of organization or for grumbling, 

**Tl]ere have been numbers of men 
■waiclicd so closely that when they 
rented a hall the proprietor was told 
to lock the doors against them. Their 
meetings on rented ground hi^ve been 
broken up. The men were run down, 
dispersed and some assaulted." 

"Can you give Instances of that last 
-praclicer asked Senator Sterling 
(Kep.) of South Dakota. 

"Yes, at ilcKeesport," Gompers re- 
sponded. "Since this strike Uie offices 
of Oic iron and steel workers Uiere 
have been closed against them. 

"I supf)ose that ha.s been done on 
the theory that collection of crowds ! 
•would create disorder/* Senator Ster- 
ling remarked. i 

-I don't know the theory," ilr. Gom- ' 
pers eald. "Hut I do know the pur- ; 
pose. It was to prevent the leaders 
from counseling with the men and 
making the strike effective." 

Only In the event of wnr. the labor 
leader declared, should tJie rights of 
free speecli and assembly be restrict- 
ed. They should not be, he said, for a 
••privateering corporation." 

"I know that many of the public 
authorities In districts of Pennsylvania 
are under the direct domination of the 
■United States Steel corporation." the 
•wlmcss declared, ponnding the fable. 
"The whole conduct of the strike In 
Pennsylvania bIiowh," Mr. Gompers as- 
serted, "that whatever helps the cor- 
;poratlon against the workers wJIl have 
tlie support of Pennsylvania authori- 
ties."

Waukegan, III., Oct 1.— Two thou- 
sand striking steel workers with their 
wives and children rioted at Wauke- 
gan on Monday nigiit They attacked 
aoo |)olIce and special deputies, tore 
off tiielr stars, bombarded them with 
bricks and stonesv^uud threatened to 
burn the homo of one of their number. 
The trouble started when 300 non- 
union men left the plant of the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire company for boiiie. 
The strikers, with their fauillles, were 
drawn up parallel to the electric line, 
but on the west side of Sheridan road, 
Tho police and deputies formed a line 
on tho east side of Sheridan road, lo 
protect the workers, wiitnwere still 
further e.nst, waiting to take the car. 

One' striker tried to break through 
the police line to get nt the workers. 
Ho was arrested, but the strikers 
threatened a genera! battle and the 
police had to surrender hhu to his 
comrades. 

The strikers sent COO of their num- 
ber to board the cars at Twelfth 
street so the workers could not get 
out The police called for a special 
car, which backed In, and the work- 
ers got away safely. 

Then Clmrles Ualrstow, one of the 
special deputies, who In private life 
is a coal merchant became excited and 
let his auto plunge Into the midst of 
the strikers. There was a wild scram- 
hie of women and cliildren, but all es- 
caped Injury.

Then tho 2,000 le^iped upon the of- 
ficers, stoned them and tore the stars 
oft some.

«arly summer of wn President Wil- 
son wrote: "I call upon the able- r\ k'C 
hodled boys of the land to turn In -^-^ ^ ^"'^ 
hordes to the farms and make certain 
that no pains and no labor are lacking 
In this great nation." 

Tlie residt was that "our second 
lino of defease," as Mr, Hoover first 
called It, the Boys' Working reser\-e. 
was fon'nod. There was u spontane- 
ous rej^ponse in every state, many 
schools and other organizations under- 
taking the work of placing thousands 
of boys who. went out to help the farmers with their work. In 1018 this army 
of hoys from Kixteon to twenly-one years old was more tlum 250,000 in the 
United States. 

or these 250,000 no less than 21,000 were from the high schools of Illinois. 
So a glance at the Illinois report will give nn Idea of llio results In the whole 
country. 

The IllInoiB boys produced crops worth ?23,000.000 and earned for them- 
ficlves §1,200,000. Lei's than 1 per cent of the hoys have proved unworthy of 
the opportunllyglven thcni. About the same proportlontof farmers proved 
linworthy of having a good boy sent them. 

The hoys made the farmers open their eyes, and In a few weeks the 
skeptical farmer was saying: "Send mo more boys; the boys are certainly 
making good," It wasn't long until there were boys scattered here and there 
l)y the thousands. This meant much to the farmers, for there was nn average 
of one worker from every farm in service, and the boya took their places.

social Instinct, but somehow they did 
not satisfy. So one day there sprang 
Into being the Buck Private society. 
Its success was Instantaneous. 

Originally organized In the Sixth 
United States Oeld artillery of the 
First division, which artillery regi- 
ment, by the way, flred the first Amer- 
ican shot in the war, the lUick Pri- 
vates* society, soon numbered thou- 
sands of members In every branch of 
1 the service. There was no formality 

■of -initiation. The only qualification was that you had to be an overseas buck 
private. 

In order that the soclety.mny become n permanent Institution the charter 
members, now discharged, are beginning a campaign for organization. Tiio 
original overseas organizer. Private Paul F. Collins, Battery D, Sixth field 
artillery, Uvea In Los Angeles. He Is president and chief buck private. 

But one of his comrades, First Sergeant Edward M. SIcGuIro, opened 
headquarters the other day In Chicago as aatlonal field ropreaeiitatlve. 

"The Buck Privates^ society In no way conlUcts with the Anierlcnn 
Legion," Sergeant McGulro said. "In fact, I might say one of Its aims I.s tlmt 
of co-operation with the legion. There Is no question that It will be the means 
of. strengthening thut body. We hope to establish a dugout In Chicago wltli a 
membership of at least CO.OOO men." 

As Us plntforai the society has adopted these planks: Broader educatlonni 
work; cleaner politics; compulsory schooling for all boys under sixteen la 
order to nmke bigger and better Americans, and active studx of conditions In 
Industry, commerce and labor. . 



Women as Special Agents Under Food Control Act 

OFFICIAL consldernUon Is to be given the appointment of women as 
special agents for tlie department of JuHtlce in the enforcement of the 
fond control act. It has been said Inforumlly that a recommendation will bo 
made to name women nmong the 
agents necessary to enforcement of 
this new legislation. This recom- 
mendation win be placed before Frank 
Burke,, chief of the bureau of Investl- 
gaUona of the department of justice. 

The department of justice has 
employed women agents previously. 
A number of them did spy work In 
this country diirlag tlie war. They 
were stationed In many of the larger 
cities of the country— Now York, 
Boston. Chicago, Baltimore andoUiers. 

"I think women would be most valuable as agents lii the enforcement o^ 
this profiteer act, not only for clothing overcharges, but for. food ns well," said 
one of the ofllclnls of the department of Justice. "Women have been tho 
purchasers of these commodities for years nnd they ought to tnoko good 
detectives of profiteers."

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Sheriff Finally, Forced to Surrender 
Prisoner to Save tho Lives of Other 
Incarcerated Men — : Mayor Smith 
Badly Hurt During the Uprising. 

>Onmha; Keh — WllUnm Brown, a ne- 
gro acciisiMl of 'an attack on a white 
;.'irl, was dragged from the fifth lloor 
of tho* county Jail here at eleven 
o'clock Kilnduy night,- banged to nn 
electric lltiht pole, and, his body rid- 
dled wUli hnllcts. ■ 

The lynching followed a sensational 
nhic hour, battle between a vast niob 
of white men and wonien and Omaha's 
entire police department, reinforced 
by SherifC Michael Clark of Douglas 
county and all his deputies. IUuKlred.s 
of shots were fired. 

One. man was shot and killed while 
leading a charge on the police, two 
men wore seriously wounded, n score 
of other members of the mob were se- 
verely bruised by police clubs, and 
dozens of negroes in all parts of the 
city were Kiven terrific heatings by 
the mob, the women assisting in sev- 
eral attacks. 

During tho early evening battle 
Mayor Ed I'. Smith, with a pistol In 
Ills hand, appeared In the door of the 
county building. 

"Give us the nigger," yelled the mob. 

"I can't do it, Imys," .replied the 
mayor. , 

: Mayor Beaten by Mob. 
: A report quickly spread through the 
crowd that the auiyor had shot the ex- 
soldier, nnd sJfveral men liurlod them- 
selves at the ofilclal. He was hui^tled 
il(»wn Harney sireet to Sixteenth to a 
crossing trafiic block. 

"Hang the mayor; he won't give us 
the nigger !" cried the mob. 

Twice a rope was thrown about his 
head, fists heat his face till the blood 
streamed down, and ho was about to 
be lynched when a squad of. police 
char;:ed the crowd, twice cut the rope, 
broke a few heads, 'nnd hacked away 
with tho unconscious ofilclal. 

Courthouse Is Fired. j. " 

Douglas couuly's new Sl.nOO.QOO 
L'onrlhouso was set nflre during the 
battle. The mob charged over the po- 
lice at the door to fight their way to 
the fifth fioor, where the county Jail 
is located. 

Although the entire fire department 
responded, tlio firenum were helpless, 
tile mob slashing the hoac in a score 
of places as quickly ns It was laid. 

The sherlfr then coupled up three 
lines of interior fire hose and wltli his 
depullos nnd some police officers at- 
tempted to cow the crowd by turning 
Ihe water on them. '.Instend of having 
that efTect Is brought a halt. of stones 
nnd hrlck.'f. 

Window Panes Shattered. 

In ton minutes CO windows had 
been broken nn the south side of the 
courthouse and laucJi other damage 
done. 

Tlinusands of shots were fired. The 
mob surged around the block on which 
the courthouse stands. Finally, about 
7 o'clock In the evening, after securing 
fuel of kerosene and tar they maniiged 
to start a fire In the ofilce of the coun- 
ty trcnsurer, which is on tho first fioor 
and at the northeast corner. 

After more than two-thirds of* the 
huililing luid been destroyed and the 
flre was near the jail on the top floor, 
where the sherin! and pflsonors had 
been finally forced to go, the sheriff 
waved a white fiajj; from ono of the 
windows,. The flag consisted of a piece 
of men's white uudonvear. 

The crowd roared. 

Sheriff Gives Up Negro. 

"Come aad get. him I He's yoursl" 
they shouted from the jail. 

The mob dragged the negro down 
Ihe. stairway, partly through smoke 
nnd some flame, to tho Harney street 
entrance. His clothing was stripped 
clean from his body. 

One of the mob climbed a pole and 
threw tho rope over the cross arm. A 
score or more men pulled lirown's 
nude body Into tlio air and anchored 
the loose end of the rope. Hundreds 
of shots were fired Into his body, many 
of tho mob having Bocured shotguns 
and weapons of all kinds. 

The body was cut down almost as 
soon as he was dead. - The crowd 
gral)hed a big automobilo which was 
parked near by, tied tlie body of the 
dead negro to It and started through 
the streets. 

"Take him up Into nigger tow*n and 
show them what wo will do to them 
all I" yelled tlio crowd. 

At midnight thousands of the mob 
started for the north end ofvthe city, 
where several thousand negroes live 
In a settlement. The body of the dead 
negro was dragged along behind tho 
leading auloniobile.

EVEUY visitor to the field of 
Waterloo knows the Lion 
Mound, but not one In a tliou- 
.sand Is ncquaintedwitli Its true 
history, nnd the gront majority of nrit- 
Ish tourists at least regard it as the 
IJrltlsh Lion. In ,lSli9, shortly after 
Its erection, n French visitor named 
Salntlne deiscrlbed It as "the Belgic 
Lion looking towards and apparently 
threatening France." That descri|ition 
seems not to haVe been forgotten, and 
probably Ilesat the root of the sug- 
gestion just, mnde In UnisHels to turn 
the Hon round so that the threat— It 
needs a veiy lively Imagination to hce 
any at all— In tlie pose may be divert- 
ed from Franco, in the direction of 
HoKand, writes Demetrius C. Uoulger 
In the Grnphlc. 

What was the origin of the .mound 
and the lion?' In the first place, the 
unlmul represented -Is neither a lirU- 
Ish nor a Ilelgic emblem ; it is the 
Dutch Hon. and somewhere In a corner,' 
If it has not been obliterated, will be 
found, I Imagine, tho motto of Nassau- 
Orange, *Me Jlaluticndral." Whatever 
Is .done with It, then, the susceptihll- 
Itlea of .neither Belgians nor, British 
are Involved. Tho Ilrltish government 
have certainly no Inherited claim to a 
voico In whatever solution may be 
adopted. It Is not their eoncorn. 

, How the Mound Was Built. 

In 1S20 William I of the Netherlands, 
the grcal-grnndralher of the present 
Queen Wllhelmlna had one of the most 
obstinate personages to bo found In Ihe 
whole range of history, conceived that 
,tlie field of Waterloo required a 
'memorial to establish tho heroism of 
his eldest sou, who had received a 
wouud on tlie occasion. The king was 
actuated' entirely by dynastic consid' 
orations, unless he also. wished to pro- 
vide the foundries of Cockerill, lu 
which lie was the largest shareholder, 
with a profitable commission. At nil 
events It Is quite clear that the llel- 
gluu people took no interest or part In 
the matter, wlilcli was decided by a 
vote of the states-general at Tlie 
llftgue. The vote being, flassed, Ihe 
governments of Britain and I'rnssia 
^vore then luvlttid to make a contribu- 
tion to the memorial. They compiled 
to a certain limited extent, the British 
consenting, for their part, to the re- 
moval of certain French camion la 
Wellington's Belgian fortresses in or- 
der to provide the material for the 
proposed Hon. 

By that time William had decided nn 
the form of the memorial. It was to 
be the. erection of an enonnous mound 
some 200 feet nbove the crest of Mont 
St. Jean, at the spot where his son, 
the prince of Orange, had been wound- 
ed, the mound to be crowned by the 
Lion of the Nothorhiuds. The cluj', for 
the mound was brought from the steep 
sides of the famous "sunken Toad," 
which disappeared in the process, by 
women of tho district, wlio were paid 
at Iheratc of half li franc n basket, and 
the site marked by Wellington's tree 
was Included within the radius of the 
eievatluu — so that when the duke re- 
visited the scene la IS-J'J with his 
dnuglitor-ln-law, Lady Douro, he made 
the expressive comment, "Aly battle- 
field has been spoUt." 

Legend of the Llon^s Tail, 

The memorial, conipleted In 1828, 
had been in existence two years when 
the Belgian revolution broke out in 
August, 18:10. A year later a French 
army advanced to LniivaIn to repel a 
Dutch Invasion. It was said that some 
of the French corps In that advance 
crossed the field nnd took offense, not 
nt the mound or tlie Hon, hut nt the 
shape of Its tnll, which, erect in the 
air, seemed to express defiance I The 
story went oh to say that In their 
wrath they broke off the tall, and that 
the complnlsant BelF^Ians supplied the 
Hon with a now one, no longer erect, 
hut made grncefully dependent. 

I went to considerable pains in ItJOl 
to show (hat this legend could have no 
real basis, because the contemporary 
drawings in the Hrassela Museum of 
Prints showed the Hon being hoisted 
Into its position with tho tall in pre- 
cisely tho same form as It wears tO' 
day. There Is no evidence of any 
change Intving been made at that time 
or any other. 

In December, 1832, the Freacli arniy 
rendered a second signal service to tho 
Belgian people by the siege and caii- 
turo of the Antwerp citadel, and once 
more a French regiment traversed the 
sceno without doliig any dnmrigo, A 
proposal was then made In the Belgian 
chamber by a itutrlotlc lender, M. Gen- 
dcbleii^ to the effect that tho na- 
tional gratitude should be evinced by 
the removal of the Hon monument:' nl:^ 
together. He cnilpd It," and justly, as" 
ihs Icon shown, "the ftateful cmblein 
liMlCspotlsm and vlbleno.^whlch 
subject for 15 ye>.v-%r" 
yoke wiitch w' . : - 



September, 18.10." I could not aslc for 
a more authoritative corroboration of 
my view that the Lion Mound Is a 
monument to Dutch megalomania with- 
out any reference to Britons or Bel- 
glnns whatever. 'Certainly tho Bel- 
gians would never have thought of 
erecting sucli a memorial to themselves, 
and as to this couritiy, It Is 'not its 
way. 

It is quite clear, then, that the mere 
reversal of the lion's position affords 
no adequate solution to the problem of 
satisfying those French sentiments 
which M. Salntlne expressed 00 years 
ago, and which I do riot doubt are stIH 
entertained. Once the raatter.ls taken 
Into consideration, there can bo no dls- 
putethat the position and the pose of 
the Hon nre ofi'enslve and provocative 
to the French people,' who, on three 
historic occasions In less than a cea- 
turi', linve contributed of their best 
and lira vest to the saving of Belgian 
independence^

Art World Interested In Uncovering of 

Old Paintings In the Mosque of 

Saint Sophia. 

An Important result that may be 
lonlced for whenever Constantinople 
and tho mosque of St. Sophia pass 
from under the control of the Turks 
is the verification of n hellef, not gen- 
orally known, that the interior walls 
of the building HtlU iinld in practically 
perfect comlltlon thr ornamentation 
with which Ihe Ryzantlne artists d(*co- 
rnted them, says n writer In Christian 
Science i\[onitor. Tho stntement Is 
made witli convincing detnll by the 
Italian architect, FoS8ntI,.whn was em- 
ployed by Sultan Abdn-uI-Mej!d to put 
the mosque In complete repair. To do 
this work FoKsiatt reumved tlie mat- 
ling that lined the walls and took 
down the "huge disks, covered with 
Arabic inscriptions, that hero nnd there 
ornnmentod them; and behind these 
coverings he found the work of the an- 
cient By?:antlnos. Hngia Saphla, taken 
liy the Turks In JAiiZ, was converted 
to their own uses by the nddltion of 
minarets and hy covering the walls, 
the religion of Its' new possessors for- 
bidding them to make (»r destroy any 
picture or statue of man. Fospotl, with 
the onciont glories of the Ciirlsthm edi- 
fice temporarily uncovered, mnde the 
notes for his book, and painted colored 
fncHlmlles of some of the mosaics; then 
he sealed them from view by replac- 
ing tlie coverings. '
